ARTICLES OF FAITH.

7. We believe that the visible church of Christ is a congre- 
gation of faithful men and women who have given themselves 
to the Lord, and have obtained fellowship with each other and 
have agreed to keep up a Godly discipline according to the rules 
of the gospel. 

8. We believe that Jesus Christ is the great head of the 
church, and the government is with the bedy. 

9. We believe that water baptism, the Lord’s Supper and 


washing of the saints’ feet are ordinances of the Gospel, and 
to be continued until His second coming. 

10. We believe that true believers are the only fit subjects 
for baptism and emmersion is the only gospel mode. 

11. We believe that none but regularly baptised persons 
have a right to commune at the Lord’s table. 

12. We believe that the Lord’s Day ought to be observed and 
set apart for the worship of God and that no work or worldly 
business should be transacted thereon—works of piety and 
mercy and necessity excepted.
